ONE MAN STARVED TO DEATH 


The Men Were Rescued 
by 
Pacific 


Mail Steamers—This Schooner Load- 
ed With Dynamite, Caught Fire and 
Blew Up.

SAN FRANCISCO, July 31.—Emaci- 


ated and weak, almost to the point of 
helplessness, eight men and Captain 
Burko of. the schooner Charles Han- 
son, were brought In today on the Pa- 
cific Mall Steamer Newport, with a 
tale of terrible sufferings during ten 
days without food on a desert Island- 
off tho coast ot Mexico. 


There were nine men bc.sidcs Cap- 


tain Burke of tho Hanson when It left 
the Golden Gate, but Harry Noderick 
wag burled after ho starved to death 
on tho Island. Tho Hanson caught fire 
when two weoks out of Frisco'. Tho 
cargo was dynamite. The tiro, origin- 
ating In tho galley amidships, -worked 
over tho whole ship. Tho crew (limn- 
ed for life boats, not stopping for oars, 
food, water or clothing. It had not 
gone far when tho schooner was blown 
to bits. 


Without food or drink, 
tho 
men 


drifted 12 hours until finally the cur- 
rent carried them to tho Island at 
Cloophas. Hero tho shipwrecked sail- 
ors wero unable to find at article of 
food. 


Three days attar they landed Cap- 


tain Burko discovered a bed ot shell 
Bah and on thejo tho men lived for 
ten days. Men attracted tho Newport 
by signal.
